THE  COUNCIL  OF  MANAGEMENT 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1945 

The  Council  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting  their 
Report  to  the  Governors  for  the  year  1945. 


The  Work  of  the  Hospital 


The  number  of  new  out-patients  seen  during  the  year  was 
15,134,  a  number  which  has  never  before  been  reached  in  the 
Hospital's  102  years  of  existence.  This  is  all  the  more  satisfactory 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  Hospital  suffered  severely  from  a 
rocket  bomb  attack  in  February,  1945.  The  comparative  statistics 
for  all  main  branches  of  the  work  are  as  follows  : —

War  Damage 

As  indicated  above,  on  Friday,  February  9th,  1945,  the 
Hospital  suffered  severely  from  the  explosion  of  a  rocket  bomb 
within  a  distance  of  fifty  yards  from  the  building.  The  Hospital 
was  fortunate  in  that  no  patients  were  hurt,  although  several 
members  of  the  Staff  received  minor  injuries,  of  whom  only  two 
(Sister  Hammonds  and  Miss  Chambers)  required  Hospital  treatment. 
In  spite  of  shattered  windows  and  doors  and  the  handicap  of 
considerable  debris,  first  aid  treatment  was  immediately  given  to 
some  forty  casualties  from  outside  before  they  were  referred  to  other 
Hospitals.  The  Council  of  Management  desire  to  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  cool  behaviour  of  all  members  of  the  Staff  of 
the  Hospital  in  what  was  a  most  dangerous  and  trying  situation. 

Speed}/  assistance  was  given  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  Special  Repair  Squad  of  the  Ministry  of  Works,  to 
such  good  effect  that  the  Hospital  was  able  to  resume  treatment  of 
out-patients  on  the  following  Monday,  and  resumed  the  admission 
of  in-patients  a  month  later.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  the  Council 
announce  that,  during  the  year,  the  necessary  repairs  to  the  Hospital 
have  been  carried  out  so  as  to  restore,  as  nearly  as  possible,  its 
normal  condition. 
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Co-operation  with  other  Hospitals 

The  Hospital  has  continued  to  offer  its  facilities  for  the  teaching 
of  Ophthalmology  to  Members  of  the  London  School  of  Medicine 
for  Women  (Royal  Free  Hospital).  It  has  also  taken  part  in  the 
work  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Ophthalmic  Hospitals,  and  great 
benefit  has  been  derived  from  the  co-ordination  of  effort  which 
follows  from  that  source. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  Royal  Free  Hospital 
continued  to  use  twenty  of  the  Hospital’s  beds  but,  at  the  end  of 
May,  they  found  it  possible  to  vacate  this  accommodation. 

Council  of  Management 

The  Council  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Sir  Percy  Ashley  on 
September  18th.  Although  Sir  Percy  had  been  a  Member  of  the 
Council  for  only  a  short  period,  his  colleagues  had  already  learned 
to  appreciate  the  value  of  his  assistance  and  to  place  great  reliance 
on  his  advice.  His  personal  charm  adds  greatly  to  their  sense  of 
loss. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Magor  Cardell  was  appointed  a  Member  of  the  Finance 
Committee  upon  the  death  of  Sir  Percy  Ashley. 

Mrs.  Kinnell  found  it  necessary  to  resign  her  position  as 
Representative  of  the  Royal  Free  Hospital  and  her  place  was  filled 
by  Miss  Bolton,  Dean  of  the  Medical  School  of  that  Hospital. 

Finance 

The  accounts  on  pages  10  to  15  of  the  Report  show  that  the 
Hospital  reached  a  new  record  both  in  income  and  expenditure.  It 
is  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  Council  point  out  that  the  deficit 
of  last  year  of  £899  has  disappeared  from  this  year’s  accounts  which 
show  that  the  Hospital  was  not  only  able  to  meet  expenditure 
wholly  from  income,  but  also  to  transfer  the  sum  of  £626  from  the 
Legacies  Account  to  the  General  Fund  Capital  Account.  As  fore¬ 
cast  in  the  Report  for  1944,  increases  in  the  expenditure  of  almost 
every  item  have  occurred.  The  year  1946  will  see  an  even  higher 
level  of  expenditure  when  the  Hospital  resumes  the  full  admission 
of  in-patients  by  the  re-opening  of  beds  closed  during  the  war.  There 
will  be  consequent  increases  in  the  cost  of  consumable  commodities 
and  salaries.  The  salaries  of  the  Nursing  Staff  are  to  be  again 
improved  following  the  further  recommendations  of  the  Rushcliffe 
Committee.  Although  the  increased  activity  of  the  Hospital  will 
produce  a  higher  rate  of  income  from  payments  for  services  rendered, 
it  will  be  even  more  necessary  to  seek  the  generous  help  of  those 
members  of  the  public  who  have,  for  so  long,  recognised  its  worth 
by  their  contributions. 

The  Council  have  not  space  at  their  disposal  to  thank  adequately 
all  their  benefactors,  but  mention  must  be  made  of  the  following  :

Honorary  Staff 


The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  have  continued  to  serve  the  patients 
of  the  Hospital  and  its  Management  with  unswerving  devotion,  and 
the  Council  gladly  takes  this  opportunity  of  recording  its  thanks. 

During  the  year  the  resignation  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Levy,  F.R.C.S.,  as 
Honorary  Surgeon,  was  received  with  reluctance  and  regret.  Mr. 
Levy  has  been  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  for 
thirty-four  years  and,  there  is  no  doubt,  much  of  the  credit  for  the 
Hospital’s  popularity  and  for  its  good  name  is  due  to  his  efforts. 
The  Council  is  very  glad  to  say  that  he  will  continue  his  intimate 
connection  with  the  Hospital  as  a  member  of  the  Council.  It  was 
recommended  by  the  Medical  Committee  that  Mr.  Levy  and  Mr. 
H.  P.  Gibb,  F.R.C.S.,  should  both  be  placed  upon  the  Staff  of 
Consultant  Surgeons  to  the  Hospital  and  this  has  been  done.  A 
special  word  of  thanks  is  accorded  to  Mr.  Gibb,  who  throughout 
the  war  up  to  the  present  moment  has  continued  to  act  as  Honorary 
Surgeon  to  the  Hospital  and  has  attended  the  out-patients  depart¬ 
ment  on  four  sessions  weekly  for  nearly  six  years.  The  value  of  his 
services  to  the  patients  and  to  the  Hospital  is  well  known  to  every¬ 
one  who  enters  its  doors,  and  he  has  kindly  promised  to  continue 
his  work,  though  on  a  reduced  scale,  for  a  further  period. 


Nursing  Staff 

During  the  year,  two  valuable  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff 
retired  from  their  duties  to  civil  life.  They  are  Sister  Woodrow  and 
Sister  Hammonds.  Sister  Woodrow’s  duties  were  wholly  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  Private  Wards  which  she  supervised  from  their 
inception.  The  satisfaction,  of  which  the  Council  has  had  abundant 
evidence,  and  which  this  part  of  the  Hospital’s  service  has  given 
to  the  public,  must  be  in  a  large  measure  attributed  to  her  skill, 
zeal  and  tact.  Sister  Hammonds  was,  for  many  years,  in  charge 
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of  the  out-patients  department  and  rendered  conspicuous  service  in 
it  throughout  the  whole  period  of  the  “  Blitz.”  Her  courage  and 
steadfastness  in  such  conditions  of  difficulty  and  danger  won  for 
her  universal  applause.  The  Council  has  recorded  its  thanks  for 
their  services  for  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years  respectively. 

It  can  easily  be  seen  from  the  contents  of  this  Report  that  the 
loyalty  and  devotion  of  the  Nursing  and  Lay  Staffs  alike  have  been 
repeated^  taxed  to  the  utmost  and,  as  would  be  expected,  they 
have  responded  unstintingly  to  the  great  demands  made  upon  them. 

Ladies’  Guild 

The  Ladies’  Guild  have  continued  to  assist  the  Hospital  by 
every  means  in  their  power,  and  it  is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of 
the  Guild  that  successful  results  were  achieved  in  the  two  Hospitals’ 
Flag  Days  and  Alexandra  Rose  Day.  In  addition,  the  Hospital 
has  benefited  from  the  presentation  by  the  Ladies’  Guild  of  large 
quantities  of  linen  valued  at  about  £250. 

Internal  Affairs 

During  the  year,  it  was  decided  to  abandon  the  practice  of 
holding  a  Clinic  on  Saturday  afternoons  and,  accordingly,  in 
November  this  Clinic  was  transferred  to  Saturday  mornings.  The 
change  will  afford  relief  to  members  of  the  Medical,  Nursing  and 
Administrative  Staffs  who  have  been  hardly  pressed  by  the 
increasing  burden  of  the  work  during  the  war  years,  and  it  is 
believed  that  patients  will  not  be  inconvenienced  thereby. 

The  unit  maintained  by  the  Hospital  as  a  war  time  measure  at 
the  Roj/al  National  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Stanmore,  has  been 
closed  and  the  needs  which  it  served  will  be  met  in  the  near  future 
by  re-opening  wards  not  used  since  1939.  To  enable  this  to  be 
done,  however,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  find  accommodation 
for  the  increased  number  of  nurses  required  under  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee.  For  this  purpose,  and 
in  order  to  lessen  the  pressure  on  staff  accommodation  in  the 
Hospital  itself,  a  lease  has  been  taken  of  a  house,  No.  19  Brunswick 
Square,  which  is  being  equipped  as  a  Nurses’  Hostel. 

Past  and  Future 

At  a  Special  Meeting  of  Governors  on  the  27th  December,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  Hospital  should  be  amalgamated  with  the 
Royal  London  Ophthalmic  Hospital  (Moorfields) ,  and  a  Private 
Bill  is  being  presented  to  Parliament  in  order  to  carry  this  decision 
into  effect. 

The  idea  of  such  an  amalgamation  dates  back  several  years,  but 
its  advantages  have  recently  been  enhanced  by  the  present  trend 
of  policy  in  medical  affairs  and  by  a  proposal  of  the  University  of 
London,  now  in  course  of  taking  definite  shape,  for  establishing  an 
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Institute  of  Ophthalmology  in  which  the  E}/e  Hospitals  of  London 
should  participate.  The  association  between  the  two  Hospitals 
has  been  long  and  intimate,  their  respective  services  dovetail  in 
several  ways,  and  for  man}r  years  there  has  been  a  close  relationship 
between  their  Honorary  Medical  Staffs.  It  is  hoped  and  believed 
that  the  scheme,  if  it  receives  Parliamentary  sanction,  will  be  of 
benefit  alike  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  service  of 
Ophthalmolog}^  generally. 

At  the  time  this  Report  is  being  written  official  indication  has 
just  been  received  regarding  the  place  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
in  the  proposed  National  Health  Service. 

These  Hospitals  have  existed  for  over  700  years,  during  which 
time  they  have  developed  a  standing  and  reputation  which  challenge 
comparison  with  any  in  the  world.  There  are  two  main  reasons 
for  this  record.  The  first  is  that,  alike  in  their  origin  and  in  their 
conduct  of  day-to-day  affairs,  they  have  placed  the  welfare  of  the 
patient  beyond  any  other  consideration,  and  the  second  is  that 
in  their  dependence  on  voluntary  contributions,  they  have  been 
able  hitherto  to  pursue  their  aim  unhampered  by  external  regulation 
or  interference.  Out  of  a  soil  thus  prepared  has  flowered  a  rare 
spirit  of  goodwill  between  Hospital  and  Patient.  To-day  all  this  is 
in  jeopardy.  If  the  control  of  the  Hospitals  is  to  pass  from  the 
hands  of  those  whose  sole  motive  in  maintaining  them  has  always 
been  the  desire  to  succour  their  fellow-creatures  in  distress,  into  the 
hands  of  the  state,  it  must  necessarily  follow  that  the  regulation  of 
Hospital  affairs  will  be  governed  not  entirely,  as  hitherto,  by  regard 
for  the  welfare  of  the  patient  but  by  over-riding  considerations  of 
finance,  possibly  even  of  politics,  and  by  all  the  restrictions  and 
rules  which  State  co-ordination  inevitably  imposes.  Thus  the 
kindly  atmosphere  and  happy  relationship  between  patient  and 
Hospital  which  has  been  so  carefully  and  jealously  nurtured  all 
these  years  is  in  danger  of  being  swept  away,  perhaps  never  to 
return.  Its  place  would  be  taken  by  an  administration  regulated, 
organised  and  mechanised  by  the  State,  and  the.  selfless  devotion  of 
the  past  would  be  stifled  by  a  soul-less  “  Efficiency.”  Is  it  still 
too  late  to  hope  that  so  irretrievable  a  calamity  may  be  avoided  ? 

The  Late  H.  S.  Druce,  Esq. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Council  of  Management  announce 
the  death  of  Mr.  Druce  who,  for  over  thirty  years  up  to  1933,  had 
been  the  Hospital's  Secretary.  His  devoted  service  and  his  charm 
of  manner  had  so  endeared  him  to  the  Hospital’s  Staff  that,  even 
after  a  passage  of  twelve  years,  his  memory  was  still  fresh.  The 
Council  have  offered  their  sympathies  to  his  widow.

During  the  war  no  meetings  of  the  Committee  nor  of  the  members  were 
held.  The  Officers  of  the  Guild  gave  their  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
hospital  as  occasion  arose.  With  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  the  resump¬ 
tion  of  full  working  of  the  Hospital,  the  work  of  the  Guild  becomes  more 
urgent  than  ever. 

On  account  of  the  revised  hours  of  work  for  nurses  fixed  by  the  Rushcliffe 
Committee,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  nurses  is  required.  For  these  there 
was  no  living  accommodation  available  in  the  hospital  and  so  the  Council 
of  Management  have  had  to  rent  a  house  in  the  neighbourhood  to  serve  as  a 
Nurses'  Home.  This  will  require  furnishing  and  it  is  hoped  that  members 
of  the  Ladies’  Guild  will  feel  impelled  to  give  what  they  can  in  the  way  of 
furniture,  fittings  and  other  comforts  for  the  nurses.  The  Guild  will  have  to 
supply  the  linen  for  this  house  as  well  as  for  the  Hospital. 

During  the  war  only  the  minimum  amount  of  linen  was  purchased,  and 
so  now  the  whole  stock  requires  replenishing  and  renewing. 

The  Officers  desire  to  resume  the  normal  meetings  of  the  Committee  and 
members.  They  therefore  ask  that  their  present  addresses  be  sent  to  the 
Secretary^  Mrs.  Magor  Cardell,  so  that  notes  of  meetings,  etc.,  may  be  sent. 

The  three  flag  days,  Alexandra  Day  and  the  two  Special  Hospital  Days 
were  organised  from  the  Hospital  with  the  help  of  members  of  the  Ladies’ 
Guild.  The  number  of  sellers  was  much  smaller  than  usual  and  members 
could  assist  very  much  by  volunteering  themselves  and  persuading  others  to 
come  forward.  The  greater  the  number  of  sellers  the  better  the  financial 
result. 

Regular  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  but  it  will 
be  a  great  pleasure  to  those  who  have  endeavoured  to  carry  on  during  these 
difficult  times  and  to  Matron  when  the  full  quota  of  members  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  can  come  regularly  as  before. 

In  view  of  the  resumption  of  full  work,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  many  new 
members  will  be  secured,  because  if  the  Guild  is  to  fulfil  its  proper  function,  a 
great  increase  in  membership  is  essential.

The  Out-Patient  Department  is  open  Monday  to  Friday 
from  1-0  p.m.  to  3  p.m.  (Tuesdays  10 — 11-30  a.m.,  Saturdays 
9 — 11-0  a.m.). 

New  patients  are  seen  first,  and  should  attend  as  early  as 
possible.  The  Hospital  is  free  to  necessitous  patients,  but 
others  are  asked  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their  treat¬ 
ment  according  to  their  means.  No  Letter  of  Recommendation 
is  required,  but  patients  who  are  members  of  the  Hospital 
Saving  Association,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  or  any  other 
recognized  Hospital  Contributory  Scheme  should  bring  their 
vouchers  with  them  on  their  first  attendance. 

Patients  able  to  afford  the  fee  for  a  private  consultation 
will  not  be  admitted  except  in  emergency.
